THE REFORMED PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH 
AND SLAVERY. 

Slavery has long since been removed from this Church. 
In 1800, Rev. Dr. Alexander McLeod, of New York 
City, being invited to settle at Wallkill, and learning that 
there were holders of slaves in the congregation, urged 
that fact as a motive for declining the call. .The Presby¬ 
tery having, by the stand thus taken, the subject regu¬ 
larly before them, resolved to purge the Church of the 
sin. They enacted that no slaveholder should be retained 
in tiieir communion. Tfctrv. Messrs. James McKemoey 
and Samuel B. Wylie were appointed a Committee to 
visit South Carolina, where they abolished the practice of 
holding slaves among the members of their Church at the 
South. The Presbytery Approved of the services of tbe 
committee, and required of their connection a general 
emancipation. No slaveholder has since been admitted 
to their communion. 

The measures of the committee were as follows : Meet¬ 
ing with the several congregations where slaves were held 
by church members, they directed the slaves to be brought 
before them. Those who were able to take care of them¬ 
selves they set free at once. Those who, from advanced 
age, extreme youth, or other reasons, were considered 
incompetent were placed under the immediate care of the 
Sessions of the Church, to receive fall liberty when pre¬ 
pared for it; and all deeds of emancipation were recorded 
in the proper civil court. One individual only declined 
to submit to the Presbytery’s deed of emancipation. The 
people in general were in very moderate circumstances, 
but “ Christian principle triumphed over self-interest; 
and, in several other parts of the United States, men sacri¬ 
ficed on the altar of religion the ‘ property ’ which the 
civil law gave them in their fellow-men.” 

Id March, 1850, in a letter from the General Synod of 
this Church to the Synod in Scotland, it was said: 

“Asa Church we continue to maintain a decided testi¬ 
mony against this great social sin and grievous wrong. 
We have several congregations in the slaveholding States, 
but no slaveholders are admitted to their communion. 
Our people will not even hire a slave when the proceeds 
of labour go to him who claims to be his owner. The 
existence of slavery is a standing item in our cause of 
fasting and humiliation from year to year; and the voice 
of our ministers and people is heard, in instruction, remon¬ 
strances and warning respecting it, on all becoming occa¬ 
sions, through the press, and from the pnlpit and the 
platform.” 

In 1852, the General Synod expressed the views of 
this Church on slavery, and especially on the subject of 
the Fugitive Slave bill, in the following terms : 

“ As friends of humanity and of the cause of Christ, we 
are bound*to lament and deplore the continuance and 
spread of this monster evil in our own land, in the mal¬ 
administration of onr good civil Constitution, and under 
the sauetion of law. We deplore it as a sin against God, 
involving this nation in deep&t gnilt, and a crime agamst 
man of the most aggravated character. We are bound, 
too, to lament the countenance given to this monster sin 
by professing Christians and by the American churches, 
which consider it no bar to Christian communion. We 
are convinced that if but requires that the Christian 
churches of America should withdraw their countenance 
from the unjust and cruel system, and faithfully exhibit 
the truths of that Gospel which condemns oppression, 
denounces injustice, and proclaims liberty to the captive, 
in order that the institution of slavery may languish and 
die, and, therefore, that the awful responsibility of per¬ 
petuating its evils rests mamly on professors of Christi¬ 
anity. We are bound especially to protest against the 
law usually called the * Fugitive Slave law,’ as a disgrace 
to the age and country in which we live. By its legally 
compelling the ptwjpie of the Sbu«s Lo aid in the 
capture of fugitives from bondage, it involves the whole 
Union in the guilt of slavery, tramples on State rights 
and the rights of man and of conscience. It exhibits an 
example of legislation calculated to make our boast of 
freedom an empty name, and to retard the progress of 
liberty throug out the world. By its practical operation 
in remanding men aDd women and children into endless 
slavery, it tends to blunt the moral sensibilities of our 
nature, and extinguish the love of liberty in the breasts 
of freemen. Instances of cruelty have already occurred 
which ought to make even paganism itself blush. 

“ Although the Reformed Presbyterian Church, more 
than half a century ago, has rid herself of any connection 
with slavery, has no fellowship with slaveholders, and has, 
during all that period, uttered a distinct testimony against 
this crying abomination in our land, yet, as witnesses for 
truth, we feel called upon to renew this testimony in most 
decided terms, because this dreadful evil has recently been 
gaining renewed strength under the sanction of ecclesi¬ 
astical connivance and civil enactments. Even now 
attempts are in progress to strangle the genius of liberty 
by Congressional resolutions, declaring the compromises a 
‘ finality.’ ‘ Is not this (he fast that I have chosen, to 
loose the bands of wickedness, to undo the heavy burdens, 
and to let the oppressed go free, and that ye break every 
yoke? Is it not to deal thy bread to the hungry; and 
that thou bring the poor that are cast out to thy house ? 
When thou seestthe naked, that thou cover him, and that 
thou hide not thyself from thine own flesh ? ’ Isa. lviii.

, knows that the people of the Western Reserve Counties of this 
State are opposed, to a man, to the further extension of slavery, 
and a very large majority—nearly all of them—are unflinch ing 
advocates of principles that you profoss to regard as fanatical 
ind mischievous in the highest degree. Yonr liberal purchases 
ultheir produce enhances its value, facilitates its sale, and fills 
their • corpulent purses.’ They add farm to farm, building to 
Milling, very easily sparing the means to support anti-slavery 
lectures and publications; they have their Giddingses and 
Wades in Congress to faithfully represent their views, and you 
pass over all this and refuse to patronize them humble agents 
iiere, for the merest expression of sympathy for the principles 
which they so fearlessly and efficiently advocate ! Beautiful 
consistency, truly!! As well might you plnck an acorn from 
lie outstretched branch of a mighty oak of the forest, hoping 
thereby to destroy its root. Your only consistent course is to 
•bandon your position at once, giving it up altogether, or to 
Base purchasing free labour produce and manufactured arti¬ 
cles, persuading your people to abandon their nse. The latter 
you cannot accomplish any more easily than we could persuade 
the people of the North to abandon the use of the products of 
slave labour, and the effort on both sides would be worse than 
is vain. But perhaps yon will employ agents here who will 
saleet Cincinnati manufactured articles, at least, that bear no 
defiling impress of the hand of an abolitionist. Please be as- 
soed that this would be truly a Herculean task, for most of our 
hat manufacturers are Eastern and Northern men—some of 
ton Englishmen; and nearly all entertain sentiments more or

vations, warning the Republicans against the efforts now making to 
induce them to go into the next Presidential election with candidates 
without antecedents and who have heretofore taken no part In the 
agitation of the slavery question.] 

The Whig organization exists no longer. The 
Democratic party in almost every free State is prostrate. 
The people, cut adrift from all parties, demand that the 
rule of the Slave Power be broken. But, in the chaos, 
an organization has sprung up, as intent upon dodging 
the real issue of the country as either Whiggery or Demo¬ 
cracy ever was, and thus blocks the way of union upon 
the policy of open, direct antagonism to the Slave Power. 
We stand where we stood in 1840, and insist upon this, as 
the only safe and effective remedy. At one time it 
seemed as if the masses were ready for it, but political 
managers, emerging from that newly formed organization, 
or afraid of its power, with a strange blindness to the 
lessons of tbe past, seem inclined to try again the experi¬ 
ments of 1840 and 1848. They would play Hamlet with 
the part of Hamlet omitted. They would run the line of 
their action aside from the Slave Power. They would 
place on the retired list the men who have earned curses 
by confronting and defying it. They would supply 
their places with men without antecedents, who have 
taken no part in the agitation of the slavery question, 
whose creed and policy on the subject are unknown 
quantities. 

Gentlemen, beware. Four great facts are before you. 
Possibly, one more fact may be needed to demonstrate 
that bold and direct remedies are the best; that compro¬ 
mise and evasion can answer no purpose but to bring 
strength to slavery, and weakness and shame to its oppo¬ 
nents. 

New men are not necessarily dangerous men, but the 
people are distrustful; they have been too often deceived. 
They must have guaranties. There are statesmen whose 
names alone embody the whole creed of liberty, whose 
nomination would need no platform or declaration of 
principle to sustain them. But, new men must be sus¬ 
tained by such declarations as shall bind them, beyond a 
a peradventnre, to do tbe will of the people who support 
them. Unknown men and indefinite issues will not com¬ 
mand, as they will not deserve, success. California is a 
free State. The Democrats, Whigs and Americans, who, 
from time to time, have been rallied to oppose all projects 
for converting it into a slave State, act from a wise 
self-interest; but the same parties send to Congress, us 
their Representatives and Senators, determined pro¬ 
slavery men. Hunker Democrats, who favoured the 
repeal of the Missouri Compromise, such as Col. Lane, 
engage in making a free Constitution for Kansas, but 
what do they understand of the oppressions of the Slave 
Power - what do they care for them? A man maybe 
in favour of admitting Kansas as a free State, and yet 
utterly indisposed to arraign or act agamst the Power 
that seeks to enslave it. The Kansas question is a tran¬ 
sient one, momentous as it is. Will its settlement, one 
way or the other, suppress the agitation of slavery, and 
give peace to the country, so long as the tyranny of the 
Slave Power shall remain unbroken ? Let the history ot 
the last sixteen years answer. 

It is possible that the spirit of compromise and con¬ 
servatism may yet determine the character and direction 
of the Republican movement. This we have long fore¬ 
seen. Know-Nothingism has demoralized many of tbe 
old anti-slavery voters, and rendered them adepts in com¬ 
promise. The movement agamst the Slave Power, as it 
has grown imposing, has attracted multitudes who regard 
it chiefly as an instrument for gaining place, and they 


cannot bear to wait long for tbe fulfilment of their ambi¬ 
tions aspirations. They invest their capital with the 
hope of immediate returns. And even drilled veterans of 
liberty, now that they have come within striking distance 
of success, in the heat of the straggle, are in danger of 
forgetting that a victory of numbers at the expense of 
Principle is worse than a defeat. 

The sincere purpose of the masses of the People who 
have been drawn to the support of the Republican move¬ 
ment is to dethrone the Slave Power, to exclude slavery 
from the Territories, and to put tbe Federal Government 
on the side of liberty. They have sustained the move¬ 
ment because it means all this. Less they will not be 
satisfied with. If the only object be to admit Kansas as 
a free State, there is no nse in organizing a new party. 
The old Whig organization, or tbe Know-NothiDg Order, 
would suffice for that. If this be all, if parties have 
been broken up, and the country has been convulsed 
merely to redress a single wrong, leaving in full power, 
with all its capacities for mischief, the Despotic Interest 
that lias committed it, then .indeed has the mountain 
laboured to bring forth a mouse. The People do not so 
understand it. They intend to put down the Slave Power, 

and assert their right to use the Federal Government for 

the establishment of liberty, and prevent it from being • 
prostituted to the extension of slavery. This sublime 
movement—the reorganization of the Federal Govern¬ 
ment—is second only in importance to the organization 
of the Government. Shall the spirit of Conservatism and 
Compromise betray it in the hour of its strength, on the 
very eve of its triumph ? Who is sufficient for its inau¬ 
guration ? Have we ever thought of the responsibilities 
of him who shall be called upon, as its first Representa¬ 
tive, to take the place of the Slave Power which has ruled 
us for nearly half a century ? The Presidents installed by 
that Power have always found a beaten track before 
them, prescribed formulas, routine work. Submission to 
its dictates has been the unvarying rule, and it was easy; 
for, like the People, they had been trained in that way. 

How different the position of a President elected by 
the People against the Oligarchy ! Representing a Revo¬ 
lution, peaceful, but radical, what a clear view of its na¬ 
ture, its scope, its philosophy, what inti mate acquaintance 
with the politicians and public men of the country, what 
discriminating views of the relations of the various sec¬ 
tions of the country, what accurate opinions of the Con¬ 
stitution in its bearings on slavery, what moderation, 
calmness, self-control, firmness, courage, wisdom, would be 
required to reorganize, in all its departments and func¬ 
tions, on the basis of Constitutional Liberty, a Govern¬ 
ment which has been used for nearly half a century for 
the aggrandizement of the Slave Interest! Who, we 
again ask, is sufficient for so stupendous a work ! What 
man, who has formed any true conception of its over¬ 
whelming importance, and knows himself, would not 
shrink from its undertaking ? Strange that there should 
be so many aspirants for a position demanding extraor¬ 
dinary energy, experience, skill, and wisdom, and beset by 
difficulties sucli as have never surrounded the Presidential 
office since the day when it was filled by George Wash¬ 
ington I __ 

A SLAVEHOLDING COLPORTER. 

The Administration of tbe Tract Society, in their 
various defences, lay much stress ujion tbe plea that they 
have not in any way sanctioned or indorsed the system of 
slavery. They are at special pains to satisfy the public 
that they have no direct complicity with the system. 

We do not suppose—no one has ever charged it upon 
the Committee—that they have published anything, 
directly or indirectly, in defence of slavery. But while 
they refuse to publish anything against the crimes inhe 
rent in that system as it exists at the South, they do also 
give it their sanction by employing slaveholders as col- 
porters. 

On p. 85 of the Report of the Tract Society for 1855, 
in the list of colporters in North Carolina, occurs the 

name of Rev. J. T. M-. This gentleman, in his 

correspondence with parties at the North who contribute 
to his support as colporter of the Tract Society, admits 
that he is the owner of two slaves, and justifies him^plf in 
that relation. Now, we have not one word of reproach 
for the Rev. Mr. M. as a slaveholder. It may be that he 
received his slaves by inheritance, and holds them only 

kw of Christ, and rendering'to them that which is “just 
and equal.” We do not call in question his character 
as a minister of Christ. But the expediency of employ¬ 
ing a slaveholder as a colporter of a national catholic 
institution is quite another question. 

The relation of a slaveholder is at best one of doubtful 
morality. Did this colporter buy his slaves ? Does he 
hold them as property ? If he should become embarrassed 
in his pecuniary affairs, are they liable to be sold as part 
of his estate ? Does he purpose to hold them in perpe¬ 
tual bondage? At his death will they goto bis heirs, 
whatever their character ; or be sold away from kindred 
and friends and home ? Are they ruled by love or by 
fear ? Are they treated as equals before God, or as chat¬ 
tels by law established ? The servant of a national reli¬ 
gions society should not be a man who needs to define and 
defend his connection with a great public wrong, and to 
prove that his case is an exception to a general law. 
Hence the American Home Missionary Society never 
employs as a missionary or agent one who is personally 
connected with the institution of slavery. 

Fellow-Christians at the North, who give your money 
to the Tract Society to do good at the South, consider 
well these facts. Your Committee publish freely against 
the immoralities of dancing, wine-drinking, novel-reading, 
smoking and chewing tobacco, and sleeping in chnrch ; 
but when asked to utter some earnest Christian word 
against the desolating of families by sale, the violation of 
woman’s chastity and of the sanctity of marriage by 
brute force or covetous desire, they tell you that they 
cannot do this, because a tract on such a theme would 
not be “ calculated to receive the approbation of all 
evangelical Christians,” including their own slaveholding 
colporters at the South! If a colporter should smoke 
cigars on the public street how long would they employ 
him ? If he should drink wine at dinner daily, how long 
could he hold his commission ? If be should go to a vil¬ 
lage dance or send his children to dancing-school, how long 
would he be sustained in the service ? If he should visit 
the opera in New York, how long would it be before he 
would be called to account at the Tract House? If he 
should read Harper’s yellow-covered novels, how long 
would he be employed to circulate an evangelical litera¬ 
ture ? If he should habitually go to sleep in church, how 
long would his name stand on the list of colporters ? Yet 
the fact that he owns slaves is no bar to his employment 
as a colporter of the Tract Society. Is this “ calculated 
to receive the approbation of all Evangelical Christians ” ? 
Or are such calculations made only for Christians south 
of Mason and Dixon’s line l—Independent. 


One hundred dollars reward is offered for the best prize 
essay on the subject of slavery adapted to receive the 
approbation of evangelical Christians generally. 

The individual offering this reward, having resided both 
at the South and the North, and having an extensive 
acquaintance with many of our most estimable citizens, 
among whom he has laboured in more than twenty North¬ 
ern and Southern States, is fully persuaded that when 
good men in both sections of our country lay aside their 
excited feelings, and calmly, dispassionately, and in the 
fear of God, look at this subject with an earnest desire to 
know and do their duty in the premises, there will be an es¬ 
sential agreement of opinion, which will do much to remove 
misapprehension and allay sectional strife, restore mutual 
confidence and good feeling, and prepare the way for a 
hearty union of Patriots and Christians, North and 
South, in the disposition of this exciting and difficult sub¬ 
ject. With this conviction, he desires to encourage some 
of our best writers to prepare an essay of from eight to 
twenty-four pages, which, rejecting alike the extreme and 
ultra views of both sections, shall endeavour to show, that 
there is an obvious and Christian view of the subject 
which is calculated to receive, and to a very great extent 
does receive, the approbation of the great body of evan¬ 
gelical Christians. 

Without attempting to prescribe the precise matter or 
form of the essay, the individual who offers the premium 
would desire the writer to show that the common and 
Christian view which we propose does not, on the one 
hand, affirm that no slaveholder can be a Christian, that 
there are not many godly ministers and devoted churches 
in the South ; that slavery in form should instantly and 
everywhere be abolished; or that the Northern States 
have any political right to interfere with the peculiar in¬ 
stitutions of the South. 

Nor, on the other hand, docs this common and Chris¬ 
tian view admit, with some extreme men, that American 
slavery is a Divine and patriarchal institution, sanctioned 
by the Bible, necessary to the highest state of society, to 
be meliorated and improved, and then perpetuated forever, 
or that the North has nothing to do with this matter, no 
moral responsibility in the case, and no right to discuss 
the subject. , ,, 

Avoiding these obvious extremes, the essay should 
plainly and kindly teach, with Washington and Jefferson, 
Madison and Patrick Henry, with the General Assembly 
of the Presbyterian Church of 1818, and with the Synod 
of Kentucky, that the system of slavery is a great moral 


evil, opp.sed to the spirit of Christianity, and to be done 
away mainly t,y (he influence of the Gospel, ns soon as 
possible, m consistency with the best interest of tbe mas¬ 
ter and the slave ; and until this this can be done, tbe 
marriage relation should be rendered sacred, tbe separa- 
tjfrt of families prevented, the Word of God be put into 
the hand of the slave, the Gospel everywhere be preached 
to them, and all suitable effort be made to qualify them 
for ullin^te emancipation and self-government.

IW/t SHIP OF THE GOLDEN CALF. 

As aSeople, we are wonderfully given to the worship 
,°\ the alpiighty dollar, and Theodore Parker was not verv 
wide oiitoe mark in his description of the Trinity in the 
creed ome trading, cotton-selling, money-changing public, 
which jS to'--: “ I believe in the Golden Eagle : I believe 
in tbe 3 l'» ' vr : i believe in tbe Copper Cent; and 

these v a.'- .-.re one." We make our proh undest salaam 
to vc,Vtli, without being at all inquisitive as to how it 
was attained; we allow ourselves to be bullied out of 
asking-eny impertinent questions ou that head by a dis¬ 
play of rosewood and upholstery. Great wealth buys for 
its possessor social position and consequence in life, and 
at death any desirable degree of laudatory eulogy and a 
splendid funeral procession. The motto “ speak no evil 
of the dead,” has been carried to that extent, or, more 
properly speaking, has been so perverted, that “ he lies 
like an obituary or an epitaph ” has almost come to be 
an adage. The deference paid to worldly possessions has 
been strikingly exemplified within a short time in the case 
of the late Nelson Robinson, an eminent stock operator 
in New York. This gentleman, formerly a dealer in 
menagerie animals, but, for several years past, a distin¬ 
guished member of the Board of Brokers in Wall street, 
where, by shrewd and extensive operations in stocks, he 
amassed an immense fortune, died very suddenly on Sun¬ 
day, March 23d. The daily papers of New York City, 
as was to have been expected, announced that, in the 
death of Mr. Robinson, society had lost a brilliant orna¬ 
ment, and the business and financial community had sus¬ 
tained a loss which was little short of fatal to its pros¬ 
perity. Following these announcements, we find a post¬ 
mortem puff of Mr. R. in The New York Chronicle, one 
of the organs of the Baptist Chnrch, in which the deceased, 
in addition to all his other good qualities, is held np to 
an admiring world as a first class saiut. Is not this 
carrying the joke a little too far? We have no doubt 
but Mr. Robinson was a “ shrewd operator ”; that, in the 
parlance of Wall street, he was “ good ” ; that he was an 
urbane, agreeable, and, not unlikely, kind-hearted and 
benevolent gentleman ; but what he has done for humanity 
—for the advancement and benefit of his race—to entitle 
him to so much distinction, it would, perhaps, be difficult 
to say. One would- hardly suppose that the occupation 
of stock gambling is one peculiarly calculated to develope 
in an eminent degree the Christian virtues. The buying 
and selling of stocks on time, which is the rule (and cash 
the exception) in Wall street, is gambling just as essen¬ 
tially as betting on an election, a horse race or at faro. 
As all our readers may not be familiar with stock opera¬ 
tions, we will explain. Briefly, then, Mr. Bull is of opinion 
that Erie will advance, and, therefore, offers to buy at tbe 
ruling price a ceitain number of Blmres, on 30, (JO or 90 
days, and Mr. Bear, who is of opinion that Erie will 
decline, sells to Ball as many shares as the latter will 
take. When the time on which the stock was sold 
expires, if Bull has been a true prophet, Bear pays to 
him the difference between tbe price at which be sold and 
the cash price of Erie at the Board ; and if the stock has 
declined instead of advancing, Bull pays the difference to 
Bear, neither party to the transaction having owned a 
single share of Erie stock. This is the character of the 
great mass of the stock transactions in AYali street, though 
.‘•-■•ejire, of course, some persons who actually buy stocks 
io. r.T^sllu. ..i ntiir.vs who buy •'■'d ntw for storks, 
and hold them for an advance; but these are exceptions 
to tbe general rule. Can any man or child with a modi¬ 
cum of brains fail to see that this sort of operation is 
simply gambling ? that, to all intents and purposes, one 
party bets that a certain stock will advance and another 
that it will decline ? Where, then, is tbe difference in 
principle between the gambling of Wall street and that 
practised at any gambling saloon? We confess ourself 
too obtuse to see any such difference. The statute law of 
the State regards these time sales of stocks, in cases where 
the party selling does not own the stock at the time ot 
making the contract, as gambling, and declares snch 
contracts void, as all gambling contracts are. That a 
man who amasses a fortune by following an occupation 
which adds nothing to the general wealth of the com¬ 
munity, but rather abstracts from it—an occupation 
which is unlawful and immoral—shonld be held up by 
both the secular and religious press as a pattern citizen 
and model saint, certainly indicates anything but a lofty 
standard of citizenship and saintship. “ Money-changers ” 
have never been regarded with special favour by those 
who are counted the lights of the world. We will not 
call them by hard names, but would refer tbe editor of 
The Baptist Chronicle to the writings of Matthew, which 
he has, doubtless, met in his readings. He will there find 
that the great prophet of Nazareth, he who spake as 
never man spake, went into the temple, on a certain 
occasion, and overthrew the tables of the Hebrew 
Brokers, “ and he said unto them, it is written, My house 
shall be called the house of prayer, but ye have made it a 
den of thieves."—Peekskill (N. Y ) Republican. 

A TRUE WASHINGTON MONUMENT. 

Trespassing upon the public ground, and defacing a 
park laid out by the Father of his country for the people’s 
pleasure—a precedent for other architectural trespassing 
—a staring suggestion of a hoe-handle staked through a 
half-bushel measure—inefficiently begging half-pence in 
Know-Nothing hats to pay masons lor working on it— 
halting and limping on its upward way to artistic dis¬ 
grace, the Washington Monument at the Federal capital 
glares on all eyes painfully—an unsuitable and perishable 
memento of a Great Man, whose fame is secured through 
time, by tbe History of the United States, of which his 
life was a large part, by the baptism with his name of the 
national metropolis, and of a great Territory in the West, 
and of counties, cities and towns innumerable throughout 
the Republic. 

Thrust aside upon the north-western edge of the city— 
pushed out from even the lengthened evening shadows of 
the houses of labouring men, themselves averted from the 
walls which enclose the rich, in a neglected house in a 
neglected field, is a school kept by a white woman for the 
education of coloured girls. Unlike the marble \\ asli- 
ington monument, this school has not been fixed. Un¬ 
stable altogether, it has gone from street to street, and 
place to place—not willingly, but under compulsion. It 
has been an outcast—almost an outlaw, lhe hand of 
tbe blackguard boy has been against it. Grown-np men 
have reviled it, and cursed at it. Slaveowners have 
scowled upon it, and inquired of the Law far its ruin, and 
conspired its destruction by violence. Vulgar women 
have insulted its mistress, and delicate ladies have expe¬ 
rienced spasms of small disgust at her strange employ¬ 
ment. Menaced, jeered, despised, neg ected and poor, 
this solitary teacher, all alone with God and her resolate 
purpose, has far years worked stead lastly—passing around 
no hat or no bonnet for reluctant half-pence, nor halting 
or limping on her upward way—laying blbek ;“^***5^ 
in the structure of enlightened minds and good character 
among the women of an oppressed race, in a community 
which legalizes their slavery and sanctions their extremist 
debasement. Is not Myrtilla Miners school a true 
monument in the City of Washington.

Uedgboh- 
cally contrived law, that the child of a slave should follow 
the condition of its mother and not of its father, chases in 
an endless bloodhound hunt, upon slave soil, the blood of 


the stolen African woman. A sight of white female 
slaves, as Saxon in look, colour and action as any of the 
daughters of Albany, does give a Northern father to 
realize slavery, in his very bones and marrow.

THE BUXTON SETTLEMENT. 

This settlement is yet but in its infancy, it having been 
but a few years since its first settlers commenced' opera¬ 
tions in the way of agriculture. From the corfecte^t in¬ 
formation we have been able to obtain, it contains some 
9,000 acres of land, which, when bought, was a dense 
forest, of the heaviest class of timber, without the mark 
of the axe having been put upon it. These lands were 
purchased by the Rev. Wm. King, for the sole purpose 
of establishing a coloured settlement, offering an oppor¬ 
tunity for the development of the energies of those who 
should make good their escape from oppression, not 
excluding others wishing to fell the forest and build up 
comfortable homes on these lands, so unequalled in fer¬ 
tility. After the purchase of the land, it was divided 
into farms of ordinary dimensions, to suit settlers, and at 
the present time is all under a state of cultivation, and 
owned by some 140 families, all of whom have their 
“ rustic ” tenements and are living in a manner similar to 
aU civilized people when entering upon new and unculti¬ 
vated lands in States, Territories, or elsewhere. with the 
prospect of manufacturing comfortable homes for them¬ 
selves in old age and as lasting reminiscences of their in¬ 
dustry to bequeath to their successors. Oi tins settlement 
too much cannot be said, when viewing the unfavourable 
circumstances by which its settlers have been surrounded, 
the lack of means, education and proper implements for 
the accomplishment of such a great and laborious task. 
Many, on their arrival in this country, and at the time 
of entering upon the lands, were penniless, with scarce a 
sufficiency of clothing to render them comfortable or 
shield them from the inclemency of the weather, so liable 
to import disease, and eventually bring premature death. 
Still, in every direction are to be seen the marks of those 
assiduous, enterprising and praiseworthy people; for in 
the absence of those qualities, privation and suffering 
would have unquestionably been the result. Having 
passed through and visited a large portion of this settle¬ 
ment, and visited many of the families, whom we found 
to be very hospitable in their manners, enabling us to 
elicit many facts and amusing circumstances in relation 
to their sojourn, we feel to be warranted in our assertions. 
At this time roads are opened in different directions, and 
are being ditched, in order to facilitate the means of 
travel to markets and elsewhere with such commodities 
as may be required to be moved in their desired direc¬ 
tions. The bush is fast being cleared, from which the 
sound of the axe may be heard, late and early (in every 
direction), mingled with the voice of the merry chopper, 
the dull sound of the cow bell, and the crash of falling 
timber, all pleasing to the traveller, at the same time ex¬ 
hibiting glowing prospects for the future. Again, edu¬ 
cational opportunities, tbe great lever of progress, present 
themselves *and seem to be duly appreciated by fathers, 
mothers and children in this section, which will be instru¬ 
mental, in time, of lessening the difficulties and forwarding 
this once oppressed people to a high state of cultivation, 
rendering every fireside a place of happiness when sur¬ 
rounded by intelligent countenances, and disseminating 
good feeling to all within their sphere. Buxton, from 
present appearances, is doomed to be ahead in agricul¬ 
ture ; and should the contemplated Southern Railroad 
pass near by, the facilities for the transportation of mar¬ 
keting and the ready sale of wood will be snch that wealth 
must folfow all above mentioned.— Provincial (C. W.) 


THE IRISH IN AMERICA. 


35 Eccles street, March, 1856. 

Dear Sir : Without assuming to myself any credit for 
peculiar foresight, I may be pardoned for recalling to the 
recollection of the readers of the Freeman’s Journal the 
fact that many years have now elapsed since I directed 
their attention to circumstances which I then considered 
as indicative of the dislike with which Irishmen, at no 
distant day, would be viewed by the native Americans. 
And I have, since then, occasionally repeated my fears 
and my warnings to my countrymen, both at home and 
abroad, through the medium of your columns. The reali¬ 
zation of my prophecies has been accomplished. Irishmen 
in America are already looked upon as unwelcome in¬ 
truders, or they are held in contempt in that land which 
has been covered with railways and otherwise enriched 
by their labour. Long since, I foresaw this decline of 
influence, and this deterioration of respectability ; aud I 
pointed out the certainty that such clouds should rest 
upon and tarnish the fair fame of my countrymen in the 
land of the stranger. I raised my warning voice, not 
alone in the ears of the leaders of the people, but also in 
the hearing of the people themselves. 1 told them all 
that if they sacrificed principle, they would reap contempt, 
they would be held in dishonour, and that their disgrace 
would be deserved. I repeated my warnings in letters to 
the press—which you and other editors kindly published 
—and in addresses from the platform, which 1 refer to 
with paiD, because my warnings were neglected, and my 
apprehensions have been all realized. The leaders are 
scattered—many of them covered with dishonour, because 
of their open dereliction from principle—few of them 
holding the standard so as to reflect any honour on Ire 
land; Mr. Smith O’Brien, Gharles Gavan Duffy, and, I 
believe, John Martin, are the only unsullied names I can 
just now call to mind ; and the multitude of those men 
who drew tbe breath of life in this land, but who have 
transferred their almost soulless bodies to cumber the 
earth in the far wesf, are nearly universally found in the 
ranks of the oppressors. 

While the great O’Connell lived, the open shameless¬ 
ness of Irishmen in America, in regard to the foul system 
of slavery which disgraces the people of the United States, 
was in some measure kept in check by his manly and elo¬ 
quent denunciations of their miserable complicity with 
that vile system. I have but recently read over again 
some of his noble speeches on this sonl-stirring topic, and 
I felt prouder than ever that Ireland had given birth to a 
man who, while his popularity stood in the scale, declared 
that, even to save Ireland from oppression, he would not 
be unfaithful to his own convictions of right and duty; 
he would denounce the American slaveholder. If every 
Irishman held the same straightforward course, took the 
same noble stand on principle, and with equal manliness 
maintained the right, very different, indeed, would now 
be the position held by the Irish emigrant and the 
naturalized Irishman in America. Deserved contempt 
now follows ns everywhere, because we have been un¬ 
faithful to our own convictions of duty. At home, we 
prated loudly about our desire for freedom; we com- 
plaiaed that English rule was a chain too heavy to be 
borne ; we fled from it by hundreds of thousands that we 
might breathe a freer atmosphere, and enjoy a greater 
degree of liberty, both civil and religious, in another 
region ; yet our foot is scarcely placed on her soil, when 
we take the whip of the slavedriver in our hands, and 
stain it with the blood of onr brother ; we seize the chain, 
and place it on his limbs, and wickedly condemn him to a 
slavery one hour of which is more galling than a lifetime 
of the oppression from which we fled. I but repeat the 
expression of JeffeTsou; the American, who penned the 
noble words of their Declaration of Independence, and 
who, although a slaveholder himself, would despise the 
Irishman who was not a foe to the system. 

Other reasons than those I have indicated are assigned 
for the dislike entertained towards Irishmen in America; 
but I do not believe any of them are of equal force. 

We may dislike those who differ with us in politics or 
religion, but our contempt is reserved for the mean and 
the base, for those who lie to their own professions, and 
who write themselves down scoundrels in heart and soni. 
These things Irishmen have done and are doing daily in 
America, so that no faith can be placed in then manliness 
and honour. They have almost invariably—there are but 
few honourable exceptions—taken part with the slave¬ 
holder and against the coloured man. They have belied 
their own consciences and disboDured their country and 
their religion by proclaiming with their voice, and by 
their practice or their silence, that their love of liberty 
was an empty sound, and they proved that the Chris¬ 
tianity they professed was but mere profession, as it had 
no tendency to make them upright aDd honourable men. 
It is alleged that the Americans hate Irishmen because 
they are Roman Catholics. I do not believe that this is 
the case. The real ground of dislike may be traced to 
the fact that Irishmen have disgraced themselves ; they 
have made themselves the tools of factiou and are ever to 
be found doing the dirty work of the oppressor and hunt¬ 
ing the oppressed to death. This is the real and all-suffi¬ 
cient cause of the present unpopularity of Irishmen in the 
United States. 

I do not aver that if Irishmen had pursued a different 
course in America—that if they had always placed them¬ 
selves on the side of freedom and justice, they would now 
be a powerful and honoured section of the Amencm 
people, politically speaking; yet, I see no reason to 
that such wouldietheir potion: but I.domaintain that 
they would have saved themselves from the infamy which 
now attaches to them and from the foul name they bear. 
I hold that they have brought dishonour, not alone on 
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their country, but on their religion; and if I were a Ro¬ 
man Catholic, I shonld feel deeply that a disgrace had 
been brought on my profession by tbe criminal conduct 
of so many who held it. 

The real facts of the case can hardly be comprehended 
in Ireland. It is known that onr countrymen in America 
attach themselves to the Democratic party, but it is not 
known, and it scarcely can be believed, that that party 
are the most deadly enemies of the coloured people. To 
their own dishonour, and to the disgrace of their country, 
Irishmen are among the bitterest foes of the African race, 
whether bond or free. 

If the view I have taken of this matter be correct—if 
Irishmen in America are despised, because their mean and 
disgraceful conduct has covered them with dishonour—it 
follows that, to redeem onr national character, they must 
adopt a course directly the reverse of that which they 
have hitherto pursued. They must stand up in the dig¬ 
nity of man’s nature, and declare, in the face of men and 
angels, that, come weal, come woe, they are the friends of 
tbe oppressed, and the enemies of the oppressor; that, 
with their consent, the coloured people shall no longer be 
reviled or held in bondage. The moment Irishmen in 
America take this noble stand, and not ODe moment sooner, 
they will command the respect of the American people ; 
for at that moment they will occupy a proud position and 
command the admiration of even those who pnrsue a dif¬ 
ferent policy. 

The slaveholder is a man, and he cannot but despise the 
crawling wretch who comes from another country, with 
high professions on his lips, but a dastardly and tyrannical 
spirit in his heart. The hypocrite is ever despised. 

There is bat one way for the Irishman to secure respect 
in America—that is, to deserve it James Haughton. 

P. S. In addition to the Irishman’s ill-treatment of 
the coloured man, he is frequently found, in the American 
cities, a keeper of some low grogshop, and the direct en- 
courager of the vile drinking customs which lead to drunk¬ 
enness, and which are held in such abhorrence there fay all 
good citizens. 

I hope this letter will be copied by the editors of many 
American newspapers. 


“Aunt Dinah” was a slave in Dutchess County, 
where she purchased her freedom. She had become a 
Christian iu a Methodist revival, and, being anxious to 
read the Bible, had been taught the alphabet by the little 
daughter of her master. From this beginning she be¬ 
came so much of a scholar as to have accumulated quite 
a library of standard theological works, the writings Of 
Jonathan Edwards being ber favourites. She accompa¬ 
nied Mr. Kirk to Albany, and seemed at once to identify 
herself with his calling as a revival preacher. 

She not only attended him in his series of meetings at 
New York aud other places, but wherever she heard of 
any “ special interest,” in town or country, there she went, 
if possible, without regard to distance or season. She 
was a woman of remarkable native vigour of mind, intui¬ 
tive knowledge of character, rare discrimination in respect 
to preaching, and, by a thorough study of the Bible pos¬ 
sessed of an amount of theological lore which often sur¬ 
passed tbe skill of doctors in Divinity. But most of all 
was she distinguished for her humble, genuine and glow¬ 
ing piety, for ber love towards ail God’s creatures, aDd for 
her absorbing interest in the redemption of sinners. Her 
person was not attractive. She was much bent, not by 
years, bnt by an injury to her back, caused by a blow 
from ber master ; her features were strongly marked; her 
colour that of the full-blooded African, strikingly contrast¬ 
ing with the snow-white head dress she usually wore; and 
her manner heartily affectionate, blunt, earnest and de¬ 
cided. Her conversations on religious subjects, and she 
talked of little else, were prized by all. Her expositions 
of Scripture were discriminating, with the peculiar unc¬ 
tion which comes from a living experience; her personal 
appeals pungent and effective, as well as pathetic; and 
her frequent talks in female prayer meetings, Sabbath 
schools, and occasionally in religious gatherings of both 
sexes, were never amiss. She inspired strong affection in 
those who knew her, and her circle of friends was not only 
large, but included some of the prominent citizens, at 
whose houses she was always welcome. The anecdotes 
about her were numberless, but our limits forbid their 
mention. For the last few years of her life she occupied 
a room in the basement of one of the New Yprk churches, 
making occasional visits to her old friends. She died 
March 20th, 1846, aged 74 years. 

At this time there was stopping at the Astor House 
the brother of an English officer, who preferred the request 
that Aunt Dinah should be buried in Greenwood Ceme¬ 
tery by the side of his brother, in accordance with his 
dying request. It seems this officer was taken sick at a 
New York hotel, and Aunt Dinah, happening to hear of 
it, sought his room, ministered to his wants, and begaD, 
in her usual way, to talk with him about his soul-interests. 
He encouraged the poor negro’s remarks, for they afforded 
him relief from the tedium of confinement; but as they 
were continued and repeated, he began to awake to a 
higher interest, and finally became a penitent and believ¬ 
ing Christian. His wish was complied with. Twenty-six 
dollars were found in her room, laid by for her funeral 
expenses; to this more was added. A procession of car¬ 
riages followed her remains to their resting place in 
Greenwood, and a slab of Italian marble was erected 
above it, which bears an appropriate inscription. 


A SOUTH-SIDE VIEW. 

Pulaski House, Savannah, April, 4,18u£. 

* * * It was rather a welcome sight to see the muddy 
Savannah rippling past our “portholes” on Tuesday 
mornfag. We were at the wharf, with a long row of 
smoky Bridewell-looking cotton warehouses lining the 
river side. The city stands on a bluff, and these ware¬ 
houses are entered from the city side by the third story. 
A monster omnibus is moored on the wharf, with “ J. 
Stevenson, N. Y.,” on the panels. (Nearly every manu¬ 
factured article, from a coach to a coach-whip, comes from 
the North. Even our bill of fare announces “ Philadel¬ 
phia beef” and “ New York mutton.” If the hot bloods 
of slavery agitation “ dissolve the Union,” I fear that 
Savannah will starve.) 

We mount the huge omnibus, and land at the 
“ Pulaski," a large old-fashioned, comfortable hotel, mostly 
filled with northern invalids and up-country planters. 
The square in front of the house contains a group of 
olives and locust trees, with a marble monument to tbe 
heroic Pulaski, who fell at the siege of Savannah in 1798. 
One of the young ebonys being asked by a stranger what 
the monument was, replied, “ Ab, massa, I ’spose dat is 
de sign of de Pulaski House.” . , 

SavanDab is a pleasant city—rectangular, like a minia¬ 
ture Philadelphia. It abounds in public squares—a 
meet admirable arrangement that might be advantageously 
copied in more of our Northern cities. Some of the 
new buildings are elegant, and in tbe villa style that pre¬ 
vails in New Haven. On account of the dampness they 
are elevated from the earth, with high “stoops” (as the 
awkward Yankee phrase goes). In front of my window 
is the tall spire of Dr. Preston’s beautiful church, where 
the eloquent Kollock once preached ; Dr. Preston now 
has there the most wealthy congregation of the city. As 
I write yon, a troop of negroes are passing through the 
square dragging an engine home from fire (a large rice 
mill burned last night), and singing a wild melody at the 
top of their voices. Others are strolling along with large 
burthens or tabs of water on their heads, at a pace about 
as lively as young elephants. A month of such slow 
movements as I see here among white and black would 
give me an apoplexy 1 

On the day we arrived, a sale of negroes took place iu 
“Wright Square,” near Dr. Preston’s church. The 
vulgar auctioneer, with the utmost coolness, opened the 
mouths of the negro women and made them display their 
white teeth, as if they had been sheep in tbe shambles i 
They (the women) also held up their hard horny hands, 
to show that they would make “ good field-hands." The 
auctioneer went up from five and ten dollar bids until he 
reached §850 for a young lad. A meek-lookmg mother 
with her two children were knocked off together at a 
moderate price. Some of our Northern fellow-passengers 
looked on with intense Mignation atthisbarbarousmec- 
iflple worthv of Rome in her lowest days of heathen 
ffeo-radation I believe that none of the clerical apolo- 
gXfoXcry have ever yet had the hardihood to"lisp 
I word in defence of the auction-block. 

You ask me, my dear Ingenuus, what is my candid im- 
nression of slavery after a few days’ glimpse of the best 
phases of the institution. I answer most frankly, “ worse 
than I expected." Not that I have seen any personal 
cruelty to the black race; although a negro was most 
brutally beaten yesterday close to our hotel by a passionate 
overseer. The blacks are mostly well fed and well clad. 
Many are most kindly treated. Iu the interior where the 
overseer is a man of iron, they are thrashed and mauled 
most villainously. But few of them can read; a well- 
dressed man who waits at our table told me that he could 
not spell his own name! Said he, “ I bleeve it begins 
wid a C.” Some negroes are thrifty and have managed 
to lay up from their earnmgs (when hired out by their 
masters) a snug sum in their wallets- For the blacks 
themselves the most heinous features of slavery are, th 
internal slave-trade, the forced violations of the marriag

CASTE. 

In every mission, except the Ceylon, all seemed to be 
done that were possible for the suppression of caste among 
the church members. In Ceylon, we did not find caste 
tolerated in the Mission churches, but we found it existing 
in the social life of the Christian community, and we 
thought that more should be done to expel it thence. It 
is, doubtless, true that the peculiar state of caste in the 
Jaffna community makes it the more difficult to eradicate 
the same wholly from the ehurch. It is an evil, like 
intemperance in onr own country, that requires a per¬ 
petual watch, and perpetual effort; and thus itwiU be for 
a long time to come. It connects itself with notions of 
family rank and consequence, and of the value of dowry ; 
and many native Christians seemed too desirous of retain¬ 
ing their connections with their heathen relatives, and too 
fearful of the consequences that would follow from break¬ 
ing wholly with the world.

out the North it is notorious, that the settlers of the 
Territory are, in every respect, superior to those who laid 
the foundations of any or all the American States, saving 
ever Massachusetts. They were the flower of the indus¬ 
trial classes of New England, the North and the West. 
Educated, moral, sober and industrious, they took with 
them on their emigration, newspapers, schools and 
churches. Organized Eastern society was, as it were, 
lifted up bodily, and, wafted over the plains of Kansas, 
was there let down, and immediately put into harmonious 
and vigorous action. What was wanting to the complete 
manhood of these builders of a State, was soon supplied 
by the dangers which threatened it. These pressed out 
the timid and non-resistant, and compacted the vanguard 
of Freedom in the West, into a phalanx of citizens ready 
to fight in defence of the Free Society which they had the 
virtue and the wisdom to construct. 

No Virginian should court a comparison between the 


leading members of the Church, while we' were on the 
island, namely : “ We, the undersigned, do solemnly pledge 
ourselves and affirm that we will wholly renounce in our¬ 
selves, and discountenance in others, all caste and other 
distinctions and usages in society, which tend to foster 
pride, impair the affections and hinder the kindly offices of 
Christian love, and that we will not object to eating any 
kind of food on account of the caste of the person or 
persons by whom it was cooked or offered to us.” And 
the mission declared its intention of carrying out this 
declaration, both in the spirit and letter. “ In the forma¬ 
tion of future village churches,” they say, “ in the appoint¬ 
ment of officers, and the ordination of pastors over them, 
every precaution will be taken to proceed upon correct 
principles in reference to caste.” 

POLYGAMY. 

The action of the missions with regard to polygamy 
was explicit and satisfactory. The Mahratta mission 
came to the following result: “ When a legal divorce can 
be effected, it should always be required before an indi¬ 
vidual be admitted to the church. The only cases of real 
difficulty which present themselves to our minds are, when 
a legal divorce can not be effected. We believe, how¬ 
ever, that it is not expedient to admit any one to the 
church, even in such cases, without his giving a written 
pledge to the church that he will no longer cohabit with 
more than one wife, and that he will also, if necessary, 
support the wife thus pat away so long as she shall lead 
a virtuous life. Such a man, although unable to free 
himself from the legal relation of hnsband to the person 
thus put away, we helieve to be free from the guilt of 
polygamy, and hence a proper candidate for admission to 
the church.” 

The Madura mission laid down this principle: “ That, 
as polygamy is contrary to the original design of the 
Deity in the institution of the marriage relation, and 
opposed to all the teachings of Christ, and as there is no 
positive evidence that the Apostles ever admitted polyga¬ 
mists into the churches established by them, no polyga¬ 
mist, however well fitted he may be in other respects, 
should be admitted to any of our churches, until he has 
entered into covenant with the church that he will hence¬ 
forth be the husband of only one wife.”

These promising State-architects, afterwards petitioned 
the Crown for a present of “ vagabonds and condemned 
men,” to do that work which they found so irksome. 
Bridewell and the other London “ knave-pens,” were 
accordingly emptied into Virginia. Poisoned through 
and through with laziness, the colonists then seized the 
white labourers sent out to work for the Company for 
wages, and sold them among each other to the highest 
bidders. Among the ancestors of thousands of the Vir¬ 
ginians of this day, were the ill-used “ servants ” from 
England, who were sold to pay for their passages across 
the Atlantic. This merchandise in her own immigrants, 
was not discontinued by Virginia till after the Revolution, 
in 177G. “ Servants ” (genuine Anglo-Saxons) were made, 
by law, chattels appurtenant to the offices of Governor, 
Deputy, Treasurer, &c., &c., and went with those offices 
in succession—or would have done so, if they had not 
been sold back asd forth among the tobacco farmers. 
Their blood runs to this day in the Old Dominion, in 
white men’s veins. So large was the number of “ va¬ 
grants,” “pickpockets,” “idle and dissolute fellows” 
given by the English Kings to their courtiers as property, 
and by them sold to the Colonists on the James River, 
and so horrible a reputation had their treatment and their 
characters occasioned the Yonng Dominion, that Smith 
says, “ some of them in London chose to be hanged ere 
they would go thither, and were hanged .” 

De Foe has left evidence that most of the early Virginia 
emigrants consisted of transported convicts, and servants 
brought by ship masters to he sold. Tbe mother of the 
principal character in one of his hooks, testifying on this 
point, says, “ here many a Newgate-bird becomes a great 
man, and we have several Justices of the Peace, officers 
of the trained Bands, and Magistrates of the Town they 
live in, who have been burned iu the hand.” 

But enough ! The game is not worth the candle. The

the Abolitionists and Black Republicans could be rebuked 
by showing up this traffic and taunting them with indif¬ 
ference to tbe sufferings of any men but niggers—even 
if they were treated as bad or worse. But when it dis¬ 
covered that the men who were carrying it on were “ per¬ 
sons of eminent gravity,” of great weight on ’Change, 
National patriots to the core, supporters of the compro¬ 
mises, friends of Mr. Webster, if not of Mr. Pierce, it 
naturally and justly ceased from any molestation of it. 

In fact, look at this trade as you will, the parties con¬ 
cerned in it should not be regarded as obnoxious to censure. 
I am inclined myself to regard it as a branch of Foreign 
Missions, worthy of the encouragement of all who have 
the spiritual welfare of the Heathen at heart. For it is 
clear that as long as the Coolies stayed at home they had 
no chance of salvation at all; whereas, by being conveyed 
to Cuba or South America, they were brought within 
reach of Christian privileges. It is true that Christian¬ 
ity, as there dispensed at present, is tainted with Popery ; 
but the certainty that those benighted regions will soon, 
by the process of annexation, be opened to other influ¬ 
ences, makes this objection trivial and temporary. Then, 
it may be objected that a large proportion of these sub¬ 
jects for Missionary labour die on the voyage, or commit 
suicide, or are worked to death in a short time, and other 
trivialities of that kind. But these cavillers should re¬ 
member that had not the career of these unhappy pagans 
been thus humanely cut short, they would have gone on at 
home from bad to worse, and their last end would have 
been much worse than it is now. I do not think that 
any pions merchant should be discouraged by such consi¬ 
derations as that from entering into this business. 

But, suppose you are right in looking upon this traffic 
as an impropriety, stilL the men engaged in it are not to 
be blamed, because they did not know what they were 
about. You should allow for the ingenuous innocence of 
Yankee traders as to the particulars of any business by 
which they are coining money. Bat even supposing they 
sinned ignorantly, we are assured that they have repented 
and will do so no more. Repentance is all yon have a 
right to ask for, especially when there can be no question 
of its being of the severest sort of all—sorrow for having 
been found out. There was a thoughtless, not to say mis¬ 
chievous, lad on board one of these ships from China to 
Chili who had the indiscretion, not to say malice, to write 
a letter about what he saw on board, which got into the 
papers, and has done much toward this unpleasant agita¬ 
tion. This fellow must be looked after and made an ex- 
ample of. What can be more odious, nay immoral, than 
the character of a spy ? Then Mr. Senator Sumner has 
been putting his finger iu the pie, and moving for a return 
of the vessels engaged in this trade; as if it were any of 
his business ! Still, good may come from his interference; 
for when he gets his return I will try and find out all 
about the merchants engaged in it, such as the church 
they go to, the pastor they sit under, and other particu¬ 
lars which may be interesting to yon and your readers. 
Then I will try and learn the amounts they have contri¬ 
buted to foreign and domestic reforms, to the Bible 
Society, to the Tract Society and other corporate bodies 
for evangelizing the world. So, if you can make a rough 
guess at the number of souls, they have thu3 been the 
means of saving, and set against it a fair allowance for 
the number of Coolies who have died or killed themselves 
while under their pastoral charge, or have been worked to 
death in consequence of their interposition, you will have 
the elements of a tolerably correct estimate of the balance 
of good to be put to their credit. 

I had intended adding some particulars I learnt this 
morning relative to the Oooly trade and the condition of 
the Coolies in Cuba from an intelligent and accurate 
observer who has just returned thence.
